Just look at this. Beale’s counsel did not 
impuge the character of Miss Mudge, and sen- 
tibly toe, for it was pertectly umamailable, bet 
attempted to prove thet she was under a beile- 
cimation produced by ether. He was allowed, 
to prove the probability of this, to travel Ley ond 
the record, and introduce the evidence of par- 
ties who said they hed been influenced by 
ether in & very extraordinary manner. Fur- 
ther, to show the improbability of his having 
teen such « despicable advantage of a lady 
parelyzed by ether, he was allowed to intro- 
duce proot of his general good character. Now 
comes the turn of the prosecution, who wish 
the liberty of disproving the probebitity of the 
lady’s being under 4 hiliucination, aad of 
strengtheting the probability of ber stery being 
the rober and accurate truth, by evidence that 
Mr. Beale had behaved improperly towards 
another lady (or ladies) under similar circum 
Mtances. But here, in the most singular if not 
unexpected manner, is let tall the objection of 
the defendant's counsel, effectually blocking out 
kind of testimony which could hardly tail to 
hare a most decisive bearing npon the new- 
fegied ples of hallucination, and the important 
one of general good character. 

Before we leave this matter, we may veniure 
a few remarks upon the probable effects of an 
opposite verdict to that given by the jury. It 
must Le remembered that, in fact, Miss Mudge 
was on trial as well as Dr. Beale. It was an 
upnsual case; and an acquittal of the defend- 
ant wouk! have been almost a conviction of 
the complainant, so far asthe tribunal! of public 
opinion was concerned. For a lady even to 
submit to bring sach a charge, involves a terri. 
bie sacrifice of female delicacy and maidenty 
modesty st the shrine of duty. And if, after 
going through all this, the jury had allowed such

Every one knows that if, in the present case, 
the betrothed of the young lady had proceeded 
at once to the residence of the alieged wrong- 
doer, and shot bim at his own door, no jury in 
Philedelphia could have been found to bring 
the avenger in guilty of murder.

THE COW-FISH. 


One day the Geherman brought us in 4 fine

Coonty Foop roa Swie.—My principal mo- 
tive in writing at this time, is to give my expe. 
rience apon cooked food for swine. I would 
state here thet I formerly was as much preja- 
diced against cooking food, as any of the river 
farmers were, and they almost invariably are 
opposed to it. Now, tor cooked food, there is 
as mach difference in cooking swine feed, as in 
proparing « batch of dough tor bread, and 
doubtless your observation has borne testimony 
to the latter difference ; at least mine has. I

ter in October or Nevember. I have pursued 
the following course, During the best of the 
milk season, they had the waste of six cows;
